‘ ai P."” OF LONDON tells his British readers: “‘ Shall | sum up the 
* impression New York made on me? It seemed always to be a 
vast tiger-pit, in which men and women toiled, fought, tore each other and 
themselves to bleeding rags in the struggle for existence.”’ The literature 
whose keynote is abuse of the big city is growing. Many hands find a 
grewsome pleasure in painting ever blacker the picture of the wretchedness 
and the sordid grind and struggle of the me- 
tropolis. This London impression has a flash- 
light vividness and brevity that will give it 
wide currency. It is singular, by the way, 
that Mr. O’Connor has not drawn a similar 
picture of his own London, whose starving 
women lately marched en masse to lay their 
plea for bread before the prime minister. That 
he saw anything here which cannot be dupli- 
cated there is scarcely credible. No sympa- 
thetic observer will deny that in a city like 
New York human nature exhibits a good deal 
of its worst side along with a little of its best. 
Furthermore, that a haunting misery infests 
the streets of all our big cities is too apparent 
to be disputed. But that even New York is 
a ‘‘ tiger-pit, where men and women tear each other to bleeding rags,” is a 
gross.exaggeration. What seems to be the selfishness behind the struggle 
is really the unselfishness of the unknown great striving for a living for 
family and self. The diatribes aimed at the alleged baseness of our cities 
are themselves the most pitiful exhibitions of our times. They show how 
utterly misunderstood is the present human situation, and therefore how 
much of the costly efforts at reform is but the stumbling effort of the blind 
to lead the blind. To the seeing eye the city is not a tiger-pit. It is a 
world where all are strangers, where want or the fear of want is a co-tenant 
in countless homes, and where the stones flung at the wolf hit many an 
unintended victim. The true story of the city has not been told.
